As Lo whoa the 
new appointees will be no official in- 
formation aad the names of the new 
commissioners will not be known until 
they are duly appinted by the council. 
several Gilizens have been suggested to 
fill the positions but the Capital was 
informed on gaod authority this morn- 
ing that of the five mentioned only one 
has been approached. <Audilor Rich- 
ardson, Superintendent McLean, and R. 

. G. Davidson, former chief of the fire 
department, have never been approach- 
ed on the question whilé J. C. Dowsett, 
whom it was rumored had been slated 
to fill one chair, had found that he 
could nol accept for business reasons, 
Whoever the new commissioners are 
the aldermen unhesitalingly state that 
they witl.not be men who are in the 
enigloy ot Wie city. 

With respect to the article in the 
Journal-(ls morning Mayor Armstrong 
this morning cinted ont ‘that contrary 
to the report Alderman Gowan does not 
hold the whip hand on any question. 
Every alderman has a right to vote on 
the question of appointing two new 
commissioners and should three ' of 
them oppose the measure it would be 
lost. One vote counted just as much 
as another.: '‘What that paper is try- 
ing to show... suppose,". said his wor- 
ship this morning, “is that the remain- 
der have reached a dicision as to.avhat 
course they intend to pursue. = Il anay 
be true or ‘fl may not he but one thing 
is certain and that is that-no decision 
was reaohed af any meeting which I 
ever attended. ‘T'he question has been 
discussed in a informal way but no 
statement has been made by the alder- 
men as to how they intended to vote on 
the question or who they would select 
as the two additional commissioners, 

Going further his’ worship denied 
that any of the superintendents had 
been asked lo tender their resignations 
it being understood that they would 
not be accepted. “A statement of that 
nature is nothing more than a deliberate 
falschood,"" said his worship. ‘Chief 
Davidson resigned because he found 
his positon untenable owing to the 
policy adopted by the utilities commis- 
sioner. and Chief, Lancey in a state- 
ment published in two of the daily pa- 
pers announoed that. he was resigning 
because he did net care to work under 
men for whom he had no respect. Su- 
perintendent: McPherson resigned be- 


cause he secured a more lu- 
crative — position and. also be- 
cause he found that he and the 


commissioners were bound to clash. 
The statement that these men's resig- 
nations were accepted much to. their 
amazement and disgust is untrue. It 
is well known that every possible ef- 


fort was made to retain the services of | 


Chiefs Lancey and Davidson but they 
vould remain under no circumstanves.” 

His Worship stated that the chief 
eason for (he appointment of two new 
commissioners was so the council 
‘ould protect the interests of the citi- 
fens, Power machinery must be pur- 
chased and it is desired that a ma- 
chine of suMcient size to guarantee any 
possibility of there being a shortage 
of power shauld be installed.

ARRANGING HIS: AFFAIRS PREPARATORY TO LEAVING 
FOR PARIS AS COMMISSIONER FROM 
CANADA. 


Senator Philip Roy, the newly ap- 
pointed commissioner general for 
Canada in Paris, succeeding H. Fabre 
in the diplomatic post, arrived in the 
city last evening, and will spend the 
greater part of the present month in 
Hdmonton, leaving on May 23 for the 
French capital. 

It has been here that Senator 
Noy has passed the great part of his 
political: part of his career, Born. at 
St. Francois, P. P., on Feb. 18, 1868, 
he was educated at St. Laval university, 
and in 1896 he came west, and settled 
in Edmonton where he- established ‘Le 
Courier de l'Ouest in 1905. In 1899 
he married Hiss Helen Young, daughter 
of Harrison Young, one of the earliest 
of Edmonton pioneers, 

In France the new high commission- 
er general is well known and popular 
Hé has been a frequent visilor to Paris 
during the course of his active career 
and the appointment {is one which 
meets with especial approval by French 
Canadians, A. E. Forget, ex-lieut.- 
governor of Saskatchewan has been 
elevated to the senate to fill the va- 
eancy caused by the, appointment of 
Senator Roy to a diplomotic post.

In an interview with the Capital this 
morning Senator Roy said that his du- 
ties would require that he sail from 
Montreal on May 26, and he will only 
spend four days,in Edmonton, leaving 
this city on Wednesday-evening for the 
cast, The posilion of Canada's repre- 
sentative in Paris has become during 
late years of increasing importance, and 
the commercial treaty which was con- 
cluded a couple of years ago was ne- 
sotiated entirely by Canadian ministers, 
the British ambassador merely attach- 
ing his signature as a matter of form. 

The position of commissioner general 
in Paris is in many ways analogous to 
that of the high commissioner in Lon- 
don Senator Roy declared. Canada 
has acquired virtual automony in fiscal 
matters. 

“Do you anticipate that the next few 
years will bring Canada greater diplo- 
matic power?" the Capital man = en- 
quired, 

“Not so long as she is a colony,” was 
the reply.

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Agreement of Electrical Workers Is 
Reached After Two Conferences With 


Provincial Officials in Edmonton 


NEW SCHEDULE OF WAGES 
WENT INTO EFFECT MAY 1 


An average increase of 8 per cent. in wages is now being paid 
to the men employed in the telephone department of the provincial 
government, under the terms of an agreement reached between 


representatives of the 


effect May 1. 


International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers and government officials. 


The new agreement went into 


The schedule of wages adopted finally at a conference in Ed- 
monton, April 28, calls for an increase from $3 to $3.75 per day. of 
nine hours for exchange linemen; from $4 to $4.25 for exchange fore- 
men, and cablemen from $3.75 to $4.50. For foremen in charge of 
plants in the cities of Alberta the minimum is fixed at $110 per 
month, the wage paid ranging from that figure to $130. Under the 
former agreement the minimum was $100 per month, 

The new agreement provides overtime for troublemem an in- 
ovation in labor agreements with the government, and something 


not done in any other province in Canada. 


Troublemen now re- 


ceive from $3 to $3.50 per day for straight time, and are to be paid 
extra for overtime, together with necessary expenses incident to 
their work. They formerly received $80 pr month, with no additional 


allowance for overtime. 


The lowest wages now paid for laborers on the ground is $2.50 
a day. The new schedule went to a referendum vote of all Electrical 
Worker’s unions in Alberta for approval.

CITYS BIG PUMP 
TIRED AGAIN AND 
REFUSES TO WORK 


EXACT CAUSE OF TROUBLE NOT REPORTED TO THE 
COMMISSIONERS—RESIDENTS ABOVE LEVEL OF , : 
STREET UNABLE TO SECURE WATER. 


The six-million gallon pump which 
supplies the city with water went out 
of commission again last night with the 
result that residents above the level 
of the street were unable to secure 
water this morning. 

Inquiry at the commissioners’ offices 
with respect to the cause of the trouble 
ailed to reveal anything as the com- 
missioners simply stated that they had 
no report that anything was wrong. 
All allempts to reach the power house 
by telephone also. signally failed. 

On Saturday, after the first break in 
the pump had been repaired, Commis- 
sioner Bouillon stated that there was 
no reason for alarm although there was 
a possibility that there would be furth-

Should be Reassuring 


To Organized Labor 


The advantages of government ownership are not entirely con- 
fined to cheapening of the service. 

Note the fact that the Alberta government has just completed 
negotiations with the Elecrical Workers of America as-a result of 
which a scale of wages has been adopted for the province which is 
the best in Canada. 

While it is consistent that the government should be the best 
employer, it is not always that the government is guided by men 
with the wisdom to see that if government ownership fails to pay 
good wages to the workingmen who are actually doing the work it 
fails in at least one. half of its purpose. 

It may be taken as an axiom that the public, who are the patrons 
and owners of the telephone, are quite satisfied that the men who 
make the service shall have decent pay, and the government which | 
recognizes this fact is certainly the most closely representative. } 

While the electricians, and in fact all employees, have always | 
been well treated by the Alberta government, and while the men who | 
make the telephone have had a satisfactory understanding since the 
day the Rutherford government took the telephone over, there has 
not been until now anything that would show the Sifton Sour 
ment’s attitude toward organized labor. 

The willingness of the government to meet representatives, to 
deal with them fairly and to finish with an arrangement which the 
organization considers satisfactory should be re-assuring to organized 
labor in this province as indicating that the Sifton government is not 
antagonistic to their interests. 


Statistics Tell 
Only One Side of 


Migration Story 


Anent the census which is just about to be taken in this Do- 
minion, the Ottawa Journal points out that with a proper system of 
checking at the border there would be no time at which Dominion 
officials could not tell to a few thousand how many people there are 
in Canada. 

Under the present system of checking at the border, the gov- 
ernment has a complete record of how many people come into the 
country every year, but there is nothing to show how many go out. 

For instance, an Edmonton man might be in Toronto on his 
way home to the west, and he might leave Canada at Windsor and 
enter again at Emerson. According to the Canadian system of com- 
piling immigration statistics he would be counted as am arrival at 
Emerson, but there is nothing to show that he had departed only a 
few hours before at Windsor. 

While the present statistics show an enormous number of 
farmers and others coming from United States to live in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, there is nothing to show whether any of these 
farmers, having tried farming in this country, return to United 
States. Of course, we know by the enormous growth of the country | 
that very few of them go back, but without statistics for both ar- 
rivals and departures there is no way in which a balance can be | 
struck and the net gain shown. 

Consequently, when, once in ten years, the government under- | 

takes a census there is practically nothing on which to make a good 
guess on what the total of the Dominion’s population will be. 


Nock Pictures

Vancouver, the first city in Canada to adopt the direct land tax |

Among other articles recently printed is one by Albert Jay | 
Nock in the American, in which he points out the difference between 
the systems in United States coast cities and Vancouver. 

Nock prints pictures of buildings in Vancouver and other | 
buildings in Seattle, Tacoma, Whatcom, etc., to show that whereas, 
the Vancouver owners’ taxation is not increased by the construction | 
of a building on his lot, the United States owner is fined for his en- 
terprise to such an extent that Vancouver is actually taking money 
out of the American cities to be invested in buildings in Vancouver. 

The net result is that Vancouver is growing faster than any 
other. city in Canada and possibly faster than any other city in 
America. 

The lesson from the Edmonton point of view is that the sooner 
this city abolishes the floor space tax and the other foolish taxations 
which stand in the way at the present time, the better for this city. _
